thirty persons were said to have been 
burned to death or killed in a fire 
which destroyed the school house at 
Cleveland, eight miles seuth of here 
Thursday night while an entertain- 
ment was being held on the second 
floor of the frame building. This es- 
timate of the fatalities was made by 
five victims of the catastrophe 
brought to a local hospital for treat- 
ment of burns and broken limbs. 


Columbia, S. C., May 18.—Reports 
received here early today said that be- 
tween twenty and forty persons were 
either burned to death or killed in 
jumping from the second story of the 
Cleveland school, eight miles south of 
Camden, S. C., shortly after 9 o’cloek | 
Thursday night. 

The fire is reported to have started | 
from the overturning of a lamp on the 
stage of the schoolhouse, where an en- 
tertainment was being held. 

The réport was received here from a 
telephone operator at Cleveland, who 
could give no details of the reported | 
tragedy or any close estimate of the | 
dead or injured. 

Five victims of the fire have been | 
carried to the hospital at Camden for 
treatment, according to the message, 
four of them adults and one child. | 
Three were said to be suffering from | 
broken limbs and two from burns. The | 
injured told a story of raging flames 
and a mad rush for a narrow stair- 
way In which many were crushed to 
death, the report said.

A_ similar phenome- 
non occurs when warm moist air 
encounters high land, such as a 
range of monntains. and is de- 
flected upward. The same enol- 
ing process takes place, which is 
far greater than on the plains 
and valleys about them.

| dispatches carry the announcement of | 


ithe resignation of eight of the twen- 
ty-three teachers at the Georgia school 
‘for the deaf to accept more lucra- 
itive positions in other schools, 
those resigning 
| teachers. 
the sincere hope, backed 
the United States, that the board of 
trustees of the Georgia School for the 
Deaf will fill the places, in part 
at least, of these teachers with com- 
petent deaf teachers who can under- 
stand and appreciate the deaf 
children, and can advance them more 
in six months, intellectually, morally 
and mentally, than a hearing oral 
teacher can do in six years. This 
is an actual fact that can be, and 
has been verified, time and again. 
Viewed from the standpoint of the 
educated deaf of the United States, 
the Cave Spring schoo], of late years, 
has degenerated down to the bottom 
of the list of schools for the deaf. The 
actual accomplishment of this school 
today is nil, insofar as real progress 
and advancement among the deaf go. 
Pupils leaving this school know ab 
solutely nothing. While other south- 
ern schools are preparing. and sending 
to college, from five to ten pupils 
each vear, the Georgia school] has not 
sent but one in the last 25 vears, and 
that one was dropped from the egl- 
lege on account of insufficient prepar- 


ation and lack of knowledge of the 


commé@n English language. 

The whole school is now controlled 
hy females, principal and teachers all 
being women. The superintendent is 
a mere figurehead. Of course we are 
not blaming him altogether as the 
board of trustees are the real heads, 
and who, to foster their own whims 
and to keep up with the new fangled 
oral style and system of educating 
the deaf, are filling this school with 
young and inéxperienced female 
hearing teachers who have not one 
single interest or sympathy in com- 
mon with the deaf children. Their 
only object seems to be to draw 
down their pay and have a good time. 
Onee out of the classroom they have 
no further interest in the children 
until they go back to the class the 
next day. No good or wholesome 
influence is being exerted over the 
children at this sehool.

Production Will Be Larger 


Than Anticipated — El- 
*‘bertas Almost Normal. 


Washington, May 17.—The crop ax 
early peaches will be considerably 


below that of last year, according to 
reports to the department of agricul- 
ture from peach growing sections of 
the south, but will be larger than an- 
ticipated when frosts occurred last 
month. 

teports from Georgia estimated 
the crop on May 10 at S57 per cent 
of normal with Elbertas almost up 
to normal. A large number of new 
trees are bearing this year and the 
commercial crop is expected to total 
about 7.000 cars. 

“In Arkansas,” the department re- 
ported, “the cars to be shipped are ee- 
timated at from 800 to 850. The main 
producing sections this year wil! be 
the southwest. Shipments shou!d he- 
gin about July 4, practically al! El- 
bertas. 

“Alabama will practically drop out 
commercial peach production 
Few, if any, peaches will 
New trees 
have gone in there and in Monroe 
county but will not produce this. rear. 
Other sections at Bolling and (Mpeli- 
ka have young trees which are ex- 
pected to come in later but the move- 
ment from these points will be light, 
if any, this season. 

“In Oklahoma, 59 per cent of the 
commercia! crop is said to have been 
killed by freezing and the condition 
of the 41 per cent remaining is 85 
per cent of normal. 

“In North Carolina, a eommercial 
crop of about 500 cars is expected 
which will be about 27 per cent of the 
last year’s erop and about 2% per 
cent of a full erop. The loss in the 
sandhills will not be nearly as large 
as had been expected, 

“The commercial peach crop of 
South Carolina is grown in Saluda, 
McBee and Greenville counties. Sa-
